In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  first  section  of  the  act 
of  April  4,  1859,  entitled  “ An  Act  requiring1  railroad  companies 
to  make  uniform  reports  to  the  Auditor  General,”  and  the  act  of 
April  15,  1863,  entitled  “An  Act  requiring  canal  companies  to 
make  yearly  reports  to  the  Auditor  General,”  and  joint  resolution 
of  April  12,  1867,  authorizing  the  Auditor  General  to  procure  a 
railroad  map,  I herewith  transmit  copies  of  the  several  reports 
made  to  this  Department,  with  accompanying  map,  in  pursuance 
of  said  acts  and  joint  resolution.  The  reports  generally  are  full, 
showing  the  complete  workings  of  the  companies,  but  a large 
portion  of  these  reports  are  not  forwarded  to  this  office  until  long 
after  the  time  fixed  by  the  act.  Some  companies,  whose  fiscal 
year  end  December  31st>,  say  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a 
full  and  complete  report  for  a portion  of  the  year  ; hence  the  delay 
in  having  this  report  ready  for  distribution.

where  it  occurred , the  train,  the  cause  and  extent  of  the  injuries 

inflicted  upon  each  person , and  the  name  of  sueh  person,  as  follows : 

November  26,  1866.  Mrs.  Morris,  a passenger,  residing  near 
Garrettsville,  Oliio,  while  attempting  to  get  on  train  No.  6,  (E.  D. 
Tuthill,  conductor,)  at  Leavittsburg,  8.30  A.  M.,  had  one  leg  cut 
almost  entirely  off,  and  the  other  badly  crushed.  As  train  No.  6 
was  drawing  up  to  the  platform,  the  train  on  the  Mahoning  division 
came  down  and  she  (Mrs.  Morris)  stepped  off  the  platform,  ran 
across  and  took  hold  of  the  coach  railing,  and  made  a mis-step, 
resulting  as  above  stated. 

December  6,  1867.  Fred.  Hall,  brakeman  on  train  No.  19,  was 
so  badly  injured  by  the  explosion  of  an  oil  tank  at  Sugar  Grove, 
Pa.,  at  8.25  A.  M.,  that  he  died  twenty-eight  hours  after  the  acci- 
dent. 

December  20,  1867.  J.  Niblock,  foreman  of  Leavittsburg  yard, 
while  switching  cars,  was  caught  between  engine  and  car,  and 
his  leg  was  crushed.  He  died  from  his  injuries,  at  4.30  A.  M. 

December  28,  1866.  Thomas  Henrietta,  a switchman  in  Mead- 
ville  yard,  was  caught  between  engine  and  car  while  coupling 
cars  at  noon,  and  had  his  right  arm  so  badly  injured  that  he  died 
at  4 A.  M.,  December  31, 1866. 

December  25,  1866.  A man,  name  unknown,  attempted  to  get 
on  the  engine  of  train  No.  5,  and  slipped  and  fell  under  the  en- 
gine, and  his  leg  was  broken.  Accident  happened  at  Cambridge, 
Pa.,  at  10.50  A.  M. 

December  27,  1866.  Nelson  Connelly,  a switchman  in  Urbana 
yard,  while  on  duty,  fell  from  the  top  of  a car  which  they  were 
setting  into  the  transfer  house,  and  both  pair  of  trucks  passed 
over  him,  injuring  him  so  severely  that  he  only  survived  eight 
hours.  The  ice  on  the  roof  of  the  car  was  the  cause  of  his  falling. 
No  blame  can  be  attached  to  any  one.  D.  Maynard,  engineer  ; 
J.  M.  Keith,  conductor. 

December  31,  1866.  John  Day,  a brakeman  on  train  No.  17, 
fell  from  the  top  of  a car  while  coming  into  Wadsworth  station, 
Ohio,  breaking  his  leg  below  the  knee  and  bruising  his  body  to 
some  extent.  The  cause  of  the  accident  was  the  breaking  of  the 
brake  while  he  was  using  the  same. 
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January  9,  1807.  Philip  Van  Ranselear,  a brakeman  on  train 
No.  24,  while  coupling'  cars  at  Freehold  station,  Pa.,  had  his  left 
hand  and  wrist,  badly  crushed  at  12.25  A.  M. ; was  amputated  by 
Dr.  G.  W.  Hazeltine,  of  Jamestown,  N.  Y. 

January  15,  1867.  John  Conner,  brakeman  on  train  No.  21,  at 
7.05  P.  M.,  at  Evansburg  station,  Pa.,  fell  between  cars  and  was 
run  over  and  killed. 

January  25, 1867.  J.  Hardy,  fireman  on  train  No.  18,  was  slightly 
injured  by  collision  of  trains  17  and  18,  at  Sugar  Grove,  Pa. 

January  25,  1867.  Sarah  Rosekrans,  a squaw,  who  resided  near 
Indian  Church,  one  mile  west  of  Bucktooth,  N.  Y.,  was  struck  by 
the  switch  engine  and  one  leg  was  badly  crushed ; leg  was  ampu- 
tated at  3 A.  M.,  and  she  died  at  9 P.  M.  Deceased  suddenly  step- 
ped upon  the  track  in  front  of  the  engine,  and  the  engineer  could 
not  stop  in  time. 

February  25,  1867.  Selden  Palmer,  a brakeman  on  wood  train, 
between  Caledonia  and  Marion,  Ohio,  fell  from  the  side  of  the 
train  while  running  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  miles  per  hour,  and  had 
one  leg  broken.  Caused  by  his  own  carelessness. 

March  2, 1867.  Train  No.  16  ran  over  and  instantly  killed  Wm. 
Hood,  a citizen,  residing  at  or  near  Venango,  Pa.  Mr.  Hood  ran 
on  the  track  just  in  front  of  the  engine,  was  struck  by  the  pilot, 
and  fell  under  the  engine,  and  was  run  over.  No  coroner’s  verdict. 

April  12, 1867.  John  Murphy,  a laborer  on  construction  train, 
had  his  leg  broken  and  arm  bruised,  two  miles  west  of  Burg  Hill, 
Ohio.  He  was  sitting  on  a car  partly  loaded  with  ties,  and  while 
the  train  was  in  motion,  one  of  the  ties  fell  and  knocked  him  off 
the  train,  resulting  in  injuries  as  above  stated. 

April  28,  1867.  Wm.  Cameron,  a brakeman  on  train  No.  18, 
(extra,)  fell  from  the  top  of  a freight  car,  in  attempting  to  climb 
down  to  pull  a pin,  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  was  bruised  very  badly, 
but  had  no  bones  broken. 

May  8,  1867.  Geo.  L.  Miller,  a brakeman  on  train  No.  17,  re- 
ceived a severe  flesh  wound  in  the  arm,  while  coupling  cars,  in 
Dayton  yard,  on  the  arrival  of  train  No.  17.  No  bones  broken. 

May  23,  1867.  Train  No.  18  struck  a section  man,  David 
Mitchell,  near  Bowlusville,  Ohio,  and  cut  all  the  toes  from  his  left 
foot.  Mitchell  was  sent  out  to  stop  trains,  and  laid  down  on  the 
track,  resulting  as  above. 
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May  10, 1867.  John  Woods,  residence  Kent,  Ohio,  employed  as 
switchman  in  Kent  yard,  while  making’  a chain  coupling  at  8.40 
A.  M , had  his  arm  badly  bruised  between  the  bumpers  of  the  cars. 

May  14,  1867.  J.  F.  Perdue,  a resident  of  Minerva,  Ohio,  pas- 
senger on  train  Xo.  4.  Train  was  thrown  from  the  track  by  a 
broken  rail,  two  miles  west  of  Baconsburg,  Ohio,  at  6 A.  M.  Mr. 
Perdue  had  his  shoulder  fractured,  and  a slight  scalp  wound.  A t- 
tended  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Ray,  of  the  railway  surgical  corps. 

May  15, 1867.  Wallace  Furry,  a brakeman  on  train  Xo.  15,  at 
Leavittsburg,  at  3 A.  M.,  while  coupling  engine  to  train,  slipped 
and  fell.  The  tender  ran  over  his  right  hand,  cutting  olf  three 
fingers.  Attended  by  Dr.  P.  H.  Sawyer,  of  railway  surgical  corps. 

May  29,  1867.  R.  S.  Green,  brakeman  on  train  Xo.  21,  at  5.15 
A.  M.,  while  coupling  engine  to  train,  in  Meadville  yard,  had  his 
right  hand  badly  bruised. 

June  8,  1867.  Charles  Bryan,  a switchman  in  Kent  yard,  at 
6.45  A.  M.,  while  attempting  to  get  on  extra  train  Xo  15,  fell  be- 
tween the  car  and  caboose,  and  had  his  leg  cut  off  above  knee. 

June  18,  1867.  Michael  Shaen,  employed  as  trackman,  while 
at  work  on  track,  in  Meadville  yard,  at  4.10  P.  M.,  was  struck  by 
train  Xo.  37,  and  thrown  in  the  ditch,  badly  bruising  his  head  and 
back.  The  usual  alarm  was  given,  but  he  paid  no  attention  to  it. 

June  21,  1867.  Anson  G.  Munshaw,  a brakeman  on  train  Xo. 
4,  was  instantly  killed,  two  miles  east  of  Warren,  Ohio,  by  a train 
being  trown  from  the  track ; caused  by  a rail  being  out  of  place. 

June  24,  1867.  George  Wilcox,  employed  as  a car  repairer  at 
Leavittsburg,  Ohio,  was  knocked  down,  run  over  and  killed  at  6 
A.  M.,  by  wood  train,  at  the  time  he  was  examining  the  wheels  of 
train  Xo.  11. 

July  1,  1867.  John  Dyer,  a car  inspector  in  Gabon  yard,  Ohio, 
had  his  right  leg  broken  below  the  knee  and  his  left  foot  severely 
injured ; caused  by  switch  engine,  0.  Kingsbury,  engineer,  backing 
the  train  while  the  inspector  was  repairing  the  car.  He  has  since' 
died. 

July  21,  1867.  Joseph  Boyden,  a brakeman  on  train  Xo.  18, 
fell  from  the  cars  at  Dayton  yard,  and  was  instantly  killed  by  cars 
passing  over  him. 

• July  3,  1867.  M.  Cronin,  a brakeman  on  train  Xo.  19,  while 
setting  brakes,  about  one  and  a half  mile  east  of  Suttons,  Pa.,  at 
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8 A.  M.,  fell  from  the  top  of  a car  and  was  injured  internally  ; at- 
tended by  Dr.  Ray. 

July  26,  1867.  John  Hamilton,  a citizen  of  Adamsville,  Pa., 
while  intoxicated  and  lying  on  the  track  in  Meadville  yard,  at  12 
o’clock  at  night,  was  run  over  and  had  his  leg  broken  by  car  being- 
moved  by  switch  engine. 

August  21,  1867.  E.  0.  Williams,  agent  Atlantic  and  Great 
Western  railway  at  Mingo,  Ohio,  a passenger  on  train  No.  3,  was 
instantly  killed  at  Caledonia,  Ohio,  at  12,09  A.  M.  Mr.  Williams 
got  olf  the  train  at  Caledonia,  and  when  the  train  started,  he 
jumped  on  the  forward  end  of  the  baggage  car,  which  being  locked, 
he  was  unable  to  get  in.  The  engine  struck  a cow  and,  with  the 
express  and  baggage  cars,  was  thrown  from  the  track,  and  Mr. 
Williams  was  crushed  between  the  cars. 

October  4,  1867.  Ransom  W.  West,  a brakeman  on  train  extra 
13,  at  Corry,  Pa.,  slipped  from  the  top  of  a car  and  fell  under  the 
train,  and  was  instantly  killed.  The  coroner’s  verdict  fully  exon- 
erated the  company  from  blame.

November  15,  18GG.  T.  J.  Pearson,  an  old  man,  killed  near 
Manchester,  Pa.,  by  express  train  ; stepped  on  to  track  imme- 
diately in  front  of  train,  to  avoid  a freight  train  approaching  on 
another  track. 

November  16,  186G.  John  Boggs,  jumped  from  express  train 
near  Manchester,  Pa.,  and  had  fingers  of  one  hand  cut  off ; he  was 
intoxicated. 

November  27, 1866.  Samuel  Craig,  brakeman,  two  fingers  badly 
mutilated  at  Pittsburg,  Pa. ; was  coupling  passenger  cars,  moved 
by  yard  engine. 

November  28,  1866.  B.  Eussell,  aged  55  years,  killed  near  Van 
Port,  Pa.,  by  mail  train.  He  was  walkiug  on  track,  towards  the 
approaching  train,  and  did  not  heed  signals. 

February  6,  1867.  Andrew  Feeny,  about  24  years  old,  laborer 
on  construction  train,  killed  at  Jethro,  Pa. ; was  walking  over 
gravel  cars,  stumbled  when  passing  from  one  to  another,  fell  be- 
tween them  and  was  run  over. 

March  9,  1867.  James  Scanlan,  13  years  old,  killed  at  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  by  yard  engine  and  cars ; attempted  to  cross  track  im- 
mediately in  front  of  train. 

April  3,  1867.  Edward  Westerman,  killed  near  Manchester, 
Pa.,  by  express  train  ; jumped  off  train  at  night,  struck  head  against 
a post,  and  rolled  under  rear  coach  wheels.  Was  induced  to  jump 
off  before  reaching  station  by  an  accompanying  passenger,  to 
economize  walking  distance. 

April  5,  1867.  John  Brown,  injured  considerably  near  Deep 
Bun,  Ohio,  by  express  train ; was  intoxicated  and  walking  on  ends 
of  ties,  and  as  train  neared  him  he  stepped  on  to  track,  and  did 
not  heed  the  engineer’s  signals. 

April  12,  1867.  Wm.  Neal,  about  17  years  old,  nose  broken  and 
otherwise  bruised,  near  Dixmont,  Pa. ; jumped  from  express  train 
to  save  walking  a distance  from  station ; train  did  not  touch  him, 
he  was  injured  by  the  fall. 
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April  26, 1867.  Gardner,  a near-sighted  and  deaf  old  man, 

left  arm  jammed  and  broken  at  Bedford,  Ohio,  by  freight  train  ; 
was  walking  on  track,  got  off  to  allow  one  section  to  pass,  and 
then  stepped  on  to  track  again  immediately  in  front  of  another 
section  following. 

Ai>ril  30,  1867.  Thomas  James,  brakeman,  killed  at  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  by  freight  train ; he  leaned  out  from  platform  of  caboose 
car,  with  a view  to  jumping  off,  lost  his  balance  and  fell  on  to 
track,  between  car  and  engine,  and  was  run  over. 

May  15,  1867.  Win.  Bobb,  about  30  years  old,  killed  at  Back- 
bone cut,  near  Steubenville,  Ohio,  by  express  train ; was  lying 
upon  track,  drunk. 

May  16,  1867,  John  Conner,  killed  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  by  yard 
train  ; said  train  was  backing  up  a draft  of  empty  cars,  and  Con- 
ner stepped  upon  track,  about  fifteen  feet  from  approaching  train, 
and  was  run  over. 

June  6,  1867.  Alex.  D.  Kelly,  deaf  and  dumb,  killed  near  Belle 
Air,  Ohio,  by  express  train ; he  was  walking  upon  the  track. 

June  27,  1867.  Mrs.  Abigail  Perris,  75  years  old,  killed  at  Dix- 
mont,  Pa.,  by  accommodation  train  ; attempted  to  cross  the  track 
immediately  ahead  of  approaching  train. 

July  3,  1867.  Israel  Osborn,  killed  at  Macedonia,  Ohio,  by  ex- 
press train  ; was  walking  on  track,  and  said  to  have  been  intoxi- 
cated ; first  looked  at  the  approaching  train  before  stepping  on  to 
track. 

July  3,  1867.  O’Donnell,  killed  at  Summitville,  Ohio,  by 

freight  train  ; jumped  ofi“  the  train  while  in  motion  ; he  was  not 
allowed  on  train,  but  jumped  on,  and  when  arrived  at  his  destina- 
tion was  admonished  by  train  men  not  to  jump. 

July  3,  1867.  Peter  MMannus,  brakeman,  killed  at  Industry, 
Pa.,  by  freight  train.  Wrhen  going  ahead  of  moving  engine,  to 
turn  a switch,  he  fell  on  to  track  and  got  his  left  leg  broken  and 
jammed ; probably  done  by  outside  corner  of  engine  pilot,  from 
which  injuries  lie  afterward  died. 

August  15,  1867.  Thomas  Kinrade,  farmer,  66  years  old,  killed 
near  Cleveland,  Ohio,  by  accommodation  train.  He  attempted  to 
drive  a team  of  horses,  attached  to  a load  of  wood,  across  track 
just  ahead  of  approaching  train,  after  seeing  and  having  ample 
time  to  avoid  it. 
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August  24,  1867.  Wrn.  B.  Seed,  30  years  old,  badly  injured 
near  Industry,  Pa.,  by  mail  train;  was  sitting  on  the  rail,  appa- 
rently sleeping,  and  remained,  regardless  of  all  alarm  signals ; 
was  intoxicated. 

August  28,  1867.  Benj.  Grasbaber,  brakeman,  foot  and  ankle 
crushed,  no  bones  broken,  at  Alliance,  Ohio,  by  freight  train ; was 
coupling  cars  on  siding,  and  from  some  unknown  cause,  tripped 
and  fell,  aud  one  foot  was  caught  under  a wheel  of  a moving  car; 
recovered  use  of  foot. 

September  21,  1867.  R.  K.  Burch,  aged  about  50  years,  killed 
near  Economy,  Pa.,  by  mail  train.  At  a double  track  a train  ap- 
proached him  on  each  track,  from  opposite  directions,  and  to  avoid 
the  train  he  was  facing,  stepped  on  to  other  track,  where  he  was 
struck  by  the  other  train,  which  was  very  closely  approaching. 

September  24,  1867.  Elizabeth  Johnson,  aged  80  years,  deaf 
and  partially  deranged,  killed  near  Yellow  creek,  by  freight  train ; 
was  walking  on  track  towards  the  approaching  train,  aud  persist- 
ently remained,  in  spite  of  all  warning. 

October  2,  1867.  H.  Van  Dyke,  brakeman,  foot  crushed  at 
Manchester,  Pa.,  by  yard  train ; was  walking  behind  moving 
train,  making  a coupling,  when  his  foot  caught  in  guard  rail,  and 
held  till  wheel  of  hind  car  passed  over  it ; did  not  lose  the  foot. 

October  2,  1867.  John  Crist,  assistant  yard  master,  body 
squeezed  about  the  hips,  at  Manchester,  Pa.,  while  coupling  two 
cars  together ; recovered. 

October  9,  1867.  Mathew  Whitacre,  brakeman,  killed  at  At- 
water, Ohio,  by  freight  train ; was  standing  on  buu ter  sill  of  a box 
car,  attached  to  engine ; he  uncoupled  the  engine,  which  pro- 
ceeded ahead  of  the  train,  and  then  jumped  off  the  car  on  to  track, 
in  the  same  direction  with,  and  immediately  ahead  of,  the  moving 
train ; fell  and  was  run  over  by  the  train.  His  object  in  jumping 
not  definitely  known. 

October  22, 1867.  George  Cairrs,  killed  instantly,  at  Hewburg, 
Ohio,  by  mail  train.  He  threw  himself  on  to  track,  right  in  front 
of  approaching  train — a clear  case  of  suicide.  He  was  a drunk- 
ard, and  lived  unhappily  with  his  family.

July  24,  1867.  Local  freight  north  .struck  a man  named  Win. 
Pratt,  who  was  walking-  on  the  track,  near  bridge  No.  24,  and  broke 
his  leg. 

Sept.  21, 1867.  Patrick  Brun,  car  inspector  at  Williamsport,  was 
under  an  express  car  repairing  it,  when  Philadelehia  and  Erie  en- 
gine, with  Catawissa  passenger  car  attached,  pushed  the  express 
car  away,  dragging  Brun  with  it.  He  had  his  leg  broken  and  left 
foot  sprained. 

George  Miller  was  killed  at  Williamsport  passenger  station  on 
the  evening  of  October  15, 1867.

December  1.  The  body  of  a man  named  Thomas  Kelly  was 
found  on  the  track  at  Manayunk.  His  skull  was  fractured.  The 
cause  and  manner  of  accident  unknown. 

1867. 

January  12.  James  Conoway  was  run  over  and  killed  by  the  12 
o’clock — -midnight  train.  It  is  supposed  that  he  was  intoxicated, 
and  attempted  to  pass  ahead  of  the  engine. 

March  20.  Johnson  Smith  attempted  to  get  on  the  8.05  train 
when  in  motion,  at  Manayunk.  He  fell,  and  was  injured  on  the 
head,  but  not  seriously. 

May  8.  Robert  Thompson  jumped  off  a moving  train  at  Ger- 
mantown, and  fell  on  the  track.  He  was  injured  in  the  back. 

August  5.  Mrs.  Margaret  Gorman,  in  attempting  to  cross  ahead 
of  a moving  train — the  8 05  P.  M.  train  at  Columbia  avenue — fell, 
and  one  of  her  legs  was  run  over ; from  the  effects  of  which  acci- 
dent she  died.
